De Jouvenal, the new French High 
Commissioner, seems to be treating 
the situation much more. tactfully 
than General Sarrail did. 

Peace negotiations between the 
Riffs in Morrocco and the French are 
continuing and there seems to be 
some prospect of their coming to a 
successful end. The French losses in 
Morrocco during the past year are 
officially reported to have amounted 
to 11,410. 

In China very heavy fighting be- 
tween the rival Chinese factions con- 
tinues. South of Manchuria Chang 
Tso Lin, the Manchurian governor, 
has been completely defeated and has 
lost control of Tienstin, the sea-port 
of Pekin. The railway line between 
Peking and Tientsin has been cut by 
the attacking Chinese in spite of the 
fact that by a treaty with the Europ- 
ean powers this line has to be kept 
open. In Manchuria itself one of 
Chang Tso Lin’s generals, Kuo Sung 
Lin, who revolted against ‘him, made 
a heavy attack close to Mukden, but 
was completely defeated, wae cap- 
tured, and with his wife was put to 
death and their bodies cut in bits and 
carried through the streets of Muk- 
den. There are rumours that the. 
Powers are going to intervene to stop 
the fighting but this will be dificult 
to arrange. Additional American 
marines have been set from Manilla 
to China. : 

There is a report that the Russians 
have attacked and captured a border 
town of Afghanistan and there is 
some anxiety in Great Britain ag to 
whether this means an aggressive 
policy on the part of the Russians to- 
wards Afghanistan and the ‘North- 
western frontier of India. 

Great floods are reported from all 
over Europe as the result of abnor. 
mally heavy snow and rain falls. 
In Roumania, Hungary, the Rhine. 
land of Germany and France much 
damage has been done and a number 
of lives have been lost, and the floods 
are still tending to rise. 

The projosals of the French Fi. 
nance Minister have been approved 
by the majority of the Cabinet after 
M. Briand, the Premier, had told 
some of the Ministers that they 
might resign if they did not wish to 
support the proposals. These call for 
further taxes in various directions in 
an effort to balance the budget and 
stabilize the franc.

into the bush to look for him, but no 
undue anxiety was felt at the -ime, 
as it wae thought that he could look 
after himself quite well, even if he 
had to camp out for the night. On 
the next day, Monday, a regular 
search party was made up, and no 
difficulty was found in tracking the 
missing man. It became apparent 
from the tracks that he had become 
lost in the bush, and, as is common in 
such circumstances, had begun to 
travel in circles. He had apparently 
fallen twice on the ice of a small 
creek, and had gone through the ice 
into the water, the ice being weak at 
places. Finally the missing man was 
found about 8 miles north-east of 
Phoenix. He waa lying on a hill near 
the remains of a small camp fire with 
his head shattered. by a bullet. On 
the next day, Tuesday, the Provincia} 
Police and the Coroner, Dr. Hill, of 
Rocky Mountain House, went out 
to wkere the body had been found. A 
25.36 Winchester rifle was found lyin2 
in the middle of the fire with an 
empty shell in the breech, and a load- 
ed shell in the magazine, while an 
empty shell of the same calibre was 
lying in the ashes near the gun. A 
bed of spruce boughs had been made 
by the fire, as-if the deceaged had been 
preparing to spend the night by the 
fire. (His boots were off and placed 
near the fire and the insoles removed 
from them and set to dry at the fire. 
He had camped in the shelter of a 
spruce tree, in the trunk of which a 
bullet was found embedded about two 
feet from the ground. The absence 
of powder marks on. his face, the placa 
where the bullet had entered his h2ad, 
and the direction taken by it, all ap- 
peared to indicate that the fatal shot 
was not fired by the deceased himself. 
The further fact that the rifle was 
not badly burned would seem to indi- 
gate that the fire was not burning at 
the time the deceased met his death. 
Moreover the breech of the rifle was 
partly open. The breech of such a 
vifle is tightly closed after firing un- 
til the lever is operated, which ap- 
pears to show that the rifle had been 
handled after it had fired its last shot, 
and this would seem to show that 
such shot wae not the one that killed 
Kinnear, or that some one else had 
come to the spot and handled the 
rifle after Kinnear was dead. 

The Body was taken into the Moun- 
tain House, and an inquest was open- 
ed by Dr. Hill on the 23rd. The jirv 
viewed the body, and the inquest was 
then adjourned till yesterday. The 
body was buried at Rocky Mountain 
House on th; 24th. The adjourned 
inquest was resumed yesterday, and 
after hearing the evidence the jury re. 
turned the following verdict: ‘We are 
of the opinion that William Kinnear 
came to his death about noon on 
Monday, the 2lst December, from a 
bullet fired by some person unknown. 
We are also of the opinion that the 
bullet in the tree adjoining his calinp 
fire should be examined by an expert 
to ascertain its calibre.”

CITY COUNCIL — 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held in the City Hall on 
Monday evening. In the absence of 
Mayor Johns, Alderman Snell, deputy 
Mayor, presided, and there were pres- 
ent the rest of the Aldermen = and 
Commissioner Stephenson. Corres 
pondence was read from Payne & 
Graham, sending the agreement for 
the sale of lots 33-37, block 11, the old 
Hewson barn, to Mr. J. A. Martin. 
along with Mr. Martin’s cheque. There 
was also a letter from Woods, Field, 
McAllister & Crang on behalf of Mrs. 
C. iA. Smith, mortgagee of the prop- 
erty in question, inquiring the date of 
the sale of the property and when the 
time of redemption expired. It was 
explained by Mr. Graham, the city 
solicitor, who was present, that the 
right of redemption existed until No- 
vember of 1926 and that Mr. Martin 
probably intended to revive his title 
and reinstate the mortgage ‘in its for- 
mer position. A by-law, 625, was read 
and passed through all its stages for 
the sale of the land to Mr. Martin. 

A letter was read from R. A. Brown, 
of the Calgary department, to the 
Mayor, rendering his account in con- 
nection with the Western General 
matter, which consisted mainly of 
outlays for telegrams and similar ex- 
penses. The account was approved. 

The Vegreville Exhibition Associ- 
ation wrote to know the cost of the 
rink and other information about it, 
which the Commissioner supplied. 
It was stated that the cost was just 
over $10,000, which was considerably 
less than that of Stettler’s§ rink, 
although the Red Deer one is a bet- 
ter one. 

Peter F. Olsen wrote from B. C. as 
to purchasing $2,000 of the new bond 
issue ja connection with the Western 
General purchase. He was replied to 


that the bonds are not yet on the 
market. 
Messrs. Payne & Graham _ wrote, 


sending a letter from the Alberta Gov- 
ernment Telephones Department stat- 
ing that they had abandoned to tho 
Western General a number of poles 
used in the distribution system of the 
company which had formerly been in 
joint ownership of the company and 
the department, which is claiming 
$3.00 per pole from th2 company. This 
is a debt to be paid by the Western 
General and not by the city. 

The Assessment Equalization Board 
wrote that they would he visiting the 
city soon to discuss the assessment 
with the city authorities. 

Messrs. Payne & Graham wrote ad- 
vising that the city has the right to 
rebate part of the Rex Theatre build- 
ing taxes as asked by Mr. Culford. 

Messrs. Payne & Graham wrote with 
the draft lease of the land on which 
the skating rink is built to the Arena 
Company for 49 years. A _ resolution 
was passed that a by-law should be 


prepared for the granting of this 
lease. 
The Northwestern Utilities Com- 


pany wrote as follows: 
December 16, 1925 
His Worship the Mayor and Aldermen 
City of Red Deer. 
Gentlemen:— 

As T have not received a reply to my 
letter of the 26th ult., IT presume that 
vovr Council is not interested in our 
proposal to operate your electric light 
and power plant, and I therefore re- 
Bret having to withdraw same. 

We have been interested In your 
situation for the reason that we are 
also interested in other similar pro- 


positions, and in consequence, can 
usually operate more economically 
than individual privately or publicly 
owned plants. 

In fairness to the residents and 
property-owners of Red Deer, they 
should know tat many fivures and 


statements which have so far been 
submitted both in regard to the supply 
of electricity from a hydro-electric 
development and in making compari- 
sons with municlpally operated plants, 
when checked over by expert opera- 
tors, will be found inaccurate and mis- 
leading. It is regrettable if these 
statements have influenced your opin- 
fon in any way, as another and per- 
haps more costly experiment will be 
the result. 

Your effort has apparently been to 
obtain cheaper electricity. This we 
provided for in our offer, but it would

carry the present burden of high rates 
for some considerable time.

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SHEEP IN WINTER 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Sheep have been kept at the Dom- 
inion Experimental Station at Ros- 
thern since the Winter of 1915. The 
problem of wintering has been stud- 
ied from several angles, particularly 
in connection with housing, feeding 
and management. When sheep were 
kept in an open corral and fed prop- 
erly they did well except that in 
time of storm, and for a few days af- 
ter, they suffered from the snow on 
their backs. When kept in a_ sheep 
barn and fed inside in stormy weath- 
er and outside in clear weather they 
did better. Trouble was experienced 
at lambing time because of several 
premature birthe which trouble was 
finally attributed to narrow _ doors, 
These were three feet wide and the 
ewes, in passing in and out, squeezed 
one another to their own injury. A 
shelter twenty feet by thirty feet was 
built with six foot walls, straw roof, a 
partition in the middle and a five foot 
door on each side, one opening into 
each pen. In this way half the sheep 
had the run of one yard and one end 
of the shelter and the remainder had 
the other yard and the other end of 
the shelter. They were fed in racks 
outside, and since thig has been tried 
there have been no premature births. 
There were twenty to thirty animals 
in each pen. Sheep can do without 
water if snow is available but in our 
case they are given water every day. 
‘Hay is fed in racks with upright 
sides made of slats of such a dis. 
tance apart that the sheep cannot 
get their heads through but can 
reach the hay. 
does not reach the wool. In addition 
to hay, grain ig fed at the rate of 
three-quarters of a pound per day 
per animal. Sheep, as well as cattle, 
require succulence, and turnips 
answer for this admirably. One tur- 
nip per day per sheep, fed whole on 
the ground, adds much to the condi- 
tion of the flock. Roughage may be 
varied by feeding different kinds of 
hay and good oat or barley straw at 
different times. 


WINTER CARE OF COLTS 


The care and attention given to 
the colt, especially at weaning time 
and during the following winter 
months, determine the development, 
usefulness and value of the mature 
animal. Generally speaking, wean: 
ing colts and yearlings suffer more 
from malnutrition than do older and 
more mature animals. Colts must 
be properly nourished to insure best 
development. 

At weaning time, foals should be 
separated from the rest of the hors. 
es, placed in a paddock or (field and 
provided with some shelter as a pro- 
tection from the cold fall winds. Some 
grain feed, such as bran and oats, 
should be given to keep them in 
thrifty condition for going into the 
winter. At the Experimental fF'arm, 
Indian Head, the foals are generally 
placed in winter quarters about No- 
vember 1st and generously fed 
throughout the winter for the purpose 
of keeping them growing. Good pas- 
ture should be provided throughout 
the summer to insure the yearlings 
being in good condition to carry on 
in the second winter of their lives. 
The winter quarters should be kept 
clean and free from manure, while 
plenty of exercige is essential for 
the health and development of th’ 
colt. The feet should be kept trim- 
med at least every month or six 
weeks. The bottom of the feet shoul.” 
be kept level, unless more is taken 
from one side than the other to cure 
faulty conformation. 

The best feeds for colts are good 
quality oats (preferably rolled), bran 
and good clean alfalfa or western rye 
grass hay. Other roughages, such ae 
prairie hay and good oat straw, will 
substitute the alfalfa and western 
rye grass hay. These feeds should he 
given morning and evening. Give 
the noon-day feed of grain in the 
paddock or run. Fresh water and salt 
should be available at all times. The 


amount of feed required will be 
governed by the size and  develop- 
ment of the colt, but should be 


sufficient to keep the animal in good 
condition. 

Well bred, well fed, fully matured 
horses are bringing the highest pric- 
es on the market today. Feed the 
colts and keep them growing if you 
would command the highest price. 


WINTER WORK FOR 
THE BEEKEEPER 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The most active part of the hee 
keeper’s year is between the time the 
bees are removed from their winter 
quarters in the spring until the fol- 
lowing autuinn when they are again 
prepared for the winter. Usually, this 
season comes on with a rush und the 
bees demand the full time of the bee- 
keeper. This being the case, the bee- 
keeper who could get the maximum 
returns from his aplary must have 
everything in readiness before this 
Nothing is 
more disheartening during the sum- 
mer when nectar {s coming in abun- 
dantly and the bees swarming, than 
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In this: way the chaff j mulches for winter protection, 


to have iusufficient equipment ready 
to take care of the situation. 

.The winter months offer an excel- 
lent opportunity for getting every- 
thing into workable shape. All equip 
ment on hand can be looked over 
carefully and any needed repair work 
done. The handling of colonies dur. 
ing the summer can be made much 
easier and more rapid if all supers 
and frames are scraped clean of 
propolis or bur combs. While clean. 
ing the frames, the combs may also 
be sorted, saving the best for usé in 
the brood chambers and the inferior 
ones for the extracting supers. Al) 
broken, crooked or drone combs are 
best consigned .to the melting pot. 
After the combs are cleaned and gort- 
ed, store them in supers, tiering the 
supers up with a queen excluder or 
hive cover on both bottom and top of 
the pile to exclude mice, otherwise 
the combs may be destroyed. Place 
in each super the proper number of 
combs needed for the summer work 
and mark each super or tier as_ to 
character of combs it contains. If 
the amount of supplies on hand ig not 
sufficient. for next year’s needs, order 
new ones early, so that they may er- 
rive in time to put together and paint 
before spring. Any cappings or 
broken combs saved during the sum- 
mer may easily be rendered during 


the winter and the resultant wax 
manufactured into foundation for 
next summer’s use.

THE VALUE OF A MULCH FOR 
WINTER PROTECTION 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Snow is one of the most important 


but, 
unfortunately, in some parts of ‘Cana- 


,da, it does not come goon enough to 


afford the necessary protection from 


severe frosts or sudden changes of 
:temperature for certain plants 


that 
we desire to grow; nor does it re- 
main long enough to protect the 
Plants from sudden temperature 
changes and hard frosts in spring. 
Where one is not sure of enow com- 
ing early and remaining late in the 
spring, and where there is little snow 
in the winter, it is desirable to pro- 
tect many plants with some kind of 


covering other than snow. Soil is 
one of the best of such covers or 
mulches, hence, in many parts of 


Canada, it should be used to protect 
grape vines, raspberries, roses, and 
other rather tender woody plants 
that can be readily covered ‘by it. 
At Ottawa such a means of protec- 
tion has been found very desirable. 
After soil, the next best covering, 
perhaps, is leaves, and, where these 
are readily available, they should 
be used to afford a portective mulch, 
and for additional protection where 
it is desirable but not very prac. 
ticable to use much soil. On the 
prairies where leaves are not abun- 
dant, straw may be used with good 
effect. Especially on strawberries, 
both there and in the East, is straw 
valuable to protect from sudden 
changes of temperature in winter 
where the ground is bare and also to 
delay growth in spring until danger 
of severe frosts is over. Strawy 
manure applied just before winter gets 
in also makes a good muich for herb. 
aceous plants, as it protects both the 
roots and crowns and helps to hold 
the snow.

FLOURISHING 


Last year was a successful one for 
the fox industry in Canada, according 
to the latest annual report of Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, Minister of Agri. 
culture. Prince Edward Island alone 
exported 5,000 foxes, most of them 
going to the United States, and the 
industry made considerable progress 
'n the other provinces. The keen de- 
mand for live foxes had a good effect 
on the pelt trade, the prices »btained 
being higher than in the previous 
year, Of late years there has been an 
increased demand for furs, which, 
with the diminishing supply in the 
wilds, makes the farming of fur. 
bearing animals a remunerative un. 
dertaking. The silver fox pelt. still 
continues to be the highest priced and 
most popular. The interest taken 
elsewhere in the Canadian fox indus- 
try is shown by the large number of 
enquiries as to where good breeding 
stock can be obtained received by 
the Dominion Live Stock Branch from 
the United States and many countries 
of Europe. :

INCREASE IN EXPORT 
OF DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Our exports of butter for the twelve 
months ending with September total- 
led 34,537,840 tbs. valued at $12,566,- 
834, compared with 18,026,399 tb. val- 
ued at $6,562,742 in the previous year, 
and of cheese 147,292,800 tbs. valued 
at $31,553,388 compared with 115,245,- 
400 Tbs. valued at $21,881,111. Of 
milk powder the exports were 9,847,- 
100 IDs. valued at $984,113 against 
4,742,700 Ibs. valued at $465,050, and 
of milk, condensed, canned or _pre- 
served, 45,885,200 Ibs. valued at 
$4,975,558 compared with 42,154,000 
Ibs. valued at $4,873,971. Of casein 
there wage an export of 286,053 Ibs. 
valued at $22,335 against 30,659 Ibs. 
yalued at $2,710. We thus have a 
gratifying increase of the export of 
all dairy products for the twelve 
months ending September last of 57,- 
650,139 Ibs. valued at $16,316,644 com- 
pared with the previous 12 months.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD 
BY-ELECTION 


On Monday next the vote for the 
election to fill the vacant place on the 
School Board takes place. There ap- 
pears to be a good deal of interest 
taken in thie election, and a certain 
amount ‘of feeling seems to be enter- 
ing into it. The interest is a good 
thing. The feeling is neither good 
nor necessary. The merits of the ques- 
tion at issue are all that should be 
considered and personalities and crose- 
charges ought not to be indulged in. 
Here is a very difficult question to be 
settled in our little community. There 
is room for quite legitimate difference 
of opinion ag to how the difficulty 
should be settled and who are the 
best people to be entrusted with the 
settlement of it. Both in this election 
and in the subsequent dealing with 
the matter of school accommodation 
we shall need all possible considera: 
tion and information in order that a 
wise decision shall be arrived at. For 
this purpose it is well to avoid any 
extreme statements, and even more 
s0, any suggestion that one side or 
another has a monopoly of know: 
ledge, or unselfishness. If citize 
of als views will put those views for. 
ward either publicly or in private 
conversation quietly, courteously and 
with due consideration for the  posi- 
tion of others, this problem will no 
doubt be dealt with quite eatisfac 
torily. In any event nothing is gain. 
ed and much is lost by dealing with it 
in any other way. 

It is a matter for regret that Mr. 
Hogg in his circular to the electors 
should have suggested that not only 
Dr. Collison, but also Mre. McCreight 
and Mr. Broughton, two of the al- 
ready elected trustees, want to cut 
down the cost of education regardless 
of the results to the children. That 
is an unworthy suggestion, and ought 
not to have been made. 


THE DYING YEAR 


Before another issue of this paper 
appears, 1925 will have faded into the 
region of the past. It may be well to 
look back on the year and note what 
main incidents and events have mark- 
ed its progress. Naturally, perhaps, 
our own immediate happenings come 
up most prominently in our recol- 
lection. The harvest, which before 
all else determines our material for- 
tunes, has been on the whole a good 
one. If was a trying year in that 
respect, for it began most promising: 
ly, then seemed likely to be very dis- 
appointing, then again improved and 
again threatened disaster, and finally 
ended by giving the farmers a good 
quantity,though an inferior quality. 
However, on the whole they have 
come out tolerably well, and the res- 
sult is a much improved feeling in 
business generally. Last year was so 
deplorably bad here that by compari- 
son thig year seems quite good, and 
the Christmas trade in town has been 
srtisfactory. So far as the city itself 
is concerned, the chief event has been 
the passing of the by-law for the pur. 
chase of the Western General's un- 
dertaking, which means a new de 
parture and a fresh start, from which 
it is hoped that good though not 
etartling results may be achieved. 

In the wider sphere of the Dominion 
the chief event was the general elec 
tion with its entirely unsatisfactory 
and indecisive result, leaving a situ 
ation uncertain and provoking to all 
concerned. Late in the year came the 
announcement of the new departure 
in respect of immigration by the giv- 
ing of very cheap passages to Empire 
settlers. This may mean a swift 
and large increase in the volume of 
immigration and fresh life and vigour 
put into the whole development of 
the country. In this reepect the 
New Year may be one of great impor- 
tance for Canada. 

Outside of the Dominion the two 
main happenings have been the con- 
clusion of the Locarno security 
treaties with their-hope of stable 
Peace and revived prosperity for 
Europe, and, on the other hand, the 
menacing developments in Asia, par- 
ticularly in China, where the year is 
closing with the outlook disturbed and 
anxious. 

In one way or another the past 
year has given us much cause _ for 
thankfulness, how much can only be 
realized when we look abroad and 
compare our lot with many coun. 
tries which enjoy neither our peace 
nor our comparative prosperity. There 
is plenty work lying ready to our 
hands in the coming year, and all 
we can ask is that may have 
strength to do it, and that a measure 
of success may attend our work.

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A DISTORTED VIEWPOINT 


A resident in a district to the west 
of Red Deer, which has acquired a 


certain amount of mild notoriety for,ety. 


the extreme views of some of its peo- 


ple, recently expressed his disapprov- 


al of the articles which have appeared 
in this paper deecribing war experi- 
ences and also supporting the policy 
of British Imperialism. The disap- 
proval was expressed with complete 
courtesy and calls for no resentment 
whatever, but the opinions which in- 
spired the disapproval are worth ex- 
amination. According to thig man, 
who has his vote in the country like 
other naturalized citizens, no notice 
ought to be taken of the late war, no 
celebrations held round war memor- 
jals or elsewhere, which will recall 
the war, and no support whatever 
given to the policy of imperialism. 
His views are not very unusual. They 
seem to be shared by quite a number 
of men and women of his origin—he 
ig a Finn or a Scandinavian—and even 
by some of British origin. What is 
to be said about such a viewpoint? 
Of course it entirely ignores the caus- 
es of the war and the great issues 
which were at stake there. That, 
however, is not surprising or rare. 
The people who stayed at home and 
regarded the war from afar as some- 
thing with which they had no con. 
cern, are unfortunately fairly numer 
ous, and may be dismissed with no fur- 
ther comment than that they were 
and are darkly ignorant or utterly 
selfish. More important is their at- 
titude towards present-day policy. It 
does not seem to occur to them that 
in condemning British imperialism, 
they are condemning the very policy 
to which they owe their residence in 
Canada, and the much better lot in 
life which they enjoy here as compared 
with that of the country of thelr or- 
igin. That their lot is better is more 
or less conclusively proved by the 
fact that seldom or never do any of 
these people return to that country 
whence they or their immediate an- 
cestors came, even when they have 
sufficient money to take them there. 
They know much better than to 
leave Canada. Yet without the im- 
perial policy of Britain, thig land 
would still be a desert inhabited only 
by vagrant Indians, or it would be a 
land of Frenchinen, developed by an 
equivalent policy of French imperial- 
ism. It was British imperialsm which 
first sent white settlers to what is 
now the United States as well as to 
Canada. It is British imperialism 
which has made Canada a partner in 
a great world-wide organization so 
strong that ror the moment it need 
fear no foe. It is British imperialism 
which has set up free civilized insti- 
tutions inthis country, and caused it 
to advance so swiftly on the road to 
being a great and self-governing na- 
tion. There is something extraordin- 
arily—-though nodoubt unconsciousty 
mean about these men of alien race 
entering into the inheritarce won for 
them by British courag:, British 
blood, British enterprise, by all that 
constitutes the imperial instinct of 
the British race, and then, after they 
have so entered, turining round and, 
as it were, biting the hand that has 
fed them. Let these men and others 
who may be tempted to share their 
views, simply ask themselves where 
they would be, if it had not been for ; 
the men who, under all sorts of dia 
couragements, and in face of all 
sorts of difficulties and dangers, set 
out from Great Britain long years ago 
to found the empire across the seas. 
Then, having asked themselves that 
question, let them go on and aek 
whether as a matter of ‘honour and of 
gratitude they ought not to do what 
they can to support and uphold that 
system and that race which have ad- 
mitted them freely to partnership in 
an inheritance so ‘hardly gained. If 
they are not capable of realizing what 
they owe to British imperialism both 
of the past generation and of the 
present day, one can only conclude 
that it is a matter for extreme regret 
that they have been allowed ‘to enter 
the territories of the Empire at all, 
and that it might well be a matter for 
consideration whether they ought to 
be allowed to remain here.

THE MUSSOLINI DRAMA 


It is impossible not to watch the 
progress of Mussolini's career in Italy 
without intense interest. It is so 
entirely unlike anything which {is 
within the range of our own experi- 
ence in Canada, so contrary to the 
trend of development recently in the 
countries of Europe and North Amer- 
ica that it has a fascination of its 
own. It has the appearance of a 
sort of stage melodrama, or a novel 
of the type of Anthony Hope's “Pris- 
oner of Zenda.” The latest sugges- 
tion that Mussolini is going to pro- 
claim Italy an empire merely keeps 
up the same line of development. 
There is nothing necessarily warlike 
about an empire. It need have no 
more significance for the peace of the 
world than the assumption of the 
title of “Dominion” by Canada or 
New Zealand had. Yet the announce- 
ment of the proposed change hag 
certainly given rise to uneasiness in 
Europe. There seems to be a feeling 
that this strong dominant personality 
will not be able to rest satisfied with 
a policy of peace. Others think that 
he may be driven to divert the atten- 
tion of his countrymen. from the ex- 
tinction of ordinary liberty at home 
by a policy of adventure abroad. He 
has done a great deal for Italy in 
suppressing a rising tide of anarchy, 
and giving her an ordered if tyran- 
nical government, under which the 
country seems to be prospering from 
a material standpoint. It is his 
future moves that are causing anxi-

The great Roman Catholic church ap- 
parently smiles on Mussolini. There 
are hints that the long-standing feud 
between the Italian church and state 
is to be ended and that the Pope will 
emerge from his voluntary imprison- 
ment in the Vatican and again move 
about the country. The attacks on 
the freemasons in Italy by Mussol- 
ini’s supportere give some additional 
support to this theory. If, indeed, the 
Italian empire is proclaimed, it will 
be highly interesting to see what sort 
of a constitution it will receive, and 
what place in that constitution its 
creator will reserve for himself. For 
those who like real life romance Italy 
is providing some excellent material, 
and may provide a good deal more 
yet in the near future. 


COURT OF REVISION 


The city Court of Revision sat on 
Monday evening to consider the ap- 
peals against assessments. A con- 
siderable number of such appeals were 
down for hearing. The Red Deer 
Rink Company (Curling Club) appeal- 
ed for the reduction of their assess- 


nent on the ground that the taxes on 
such assessment were so heavy that 
the Club was unable to pay them and 
had to face the probability of giving 


up its land to the city. This the 
Club was willing to do if it was as- 
sured that the land would still be 


used as a rink. The Court felt that 
it could not grant the request for re- 
duction, there being no evidence that 
the assessment was inequitable and 
the principle of conceding reduced 
taxes to an amusement organization 
being held to be unsound. 

H. G. Stone appealed against being 
assessed for two business taxes, one 
as a painter and decorator and one 
as funeral undertaker. He also ask- 
ed for a reduction of the assessment 
of his land and premises. This ap- 
peal caused a good deal of discus- 
sion. It wage explained that the busi 
nesses being quite distinct were 
assessed at different rates, whereas 
such businesses as drug and book 
stores were assessed under one rate 
as retail merchants. The appeal was 
refused. 

Mr. Hunter, of the Royal Bank, ap- 
peared on the appeal of the Bank 
against three properties on ‘Ross St., 
as to which he explained that with 
taxes, repairs, and insurance, the 
Bank was receiving not more than 
3% in the best cases and wag actually 
out of pocket on one of them. It was 
explained that the assessments on 
these lands were the same for the 
whole block and no reduction was 
granted. 

Mr. Payne appeared for the Union 
Securities Company appeal for a re- 
duction on the assessment of their 
property on Gaetz Ave., formerly the 
Red Deer Club and thereafter the 
A.P.P. building. He suggested that 
the additional value put on the land 
ag a corner lot was unsound as corner 
lots are now a detriment rather than 
an advantage because of the frontage 
taxes whinh they have to pay on 
two sides. He also suggested that 
Mr. Dawe’s value of the building was 
somewhat too high. The court agreed 
that Mr. Dawe should look over the 
house again and check his valuation, 
Mr. Payne having suggested that he 
had hardly allowed enough for the 
age of part of the building. As to 
the site value, the appeal wae refus- 
ed. 

Messrs. Hepworth and Baile ap- 
pealed against the assessment of their 
land on the south-east of town as 
having been assessed at a_ higher 
value than adjoining farm lands. Af- 
ter discussion the value of two of 
these parcels of land used for agricul- 
tural purposes was reduced to $40.00 
per acre. 

Mr. Murphy appeared for the Alber- 
ta Pacific Grain Co,, who appealed 
against the valuation of their elevat- 
ar as being higher than it could now 
be built for or than its original cost. 
The Court referred the valuation of 
the elevators in town to Mr. Dawe for 
further assessmente. 

L. Leigh appeared for the Western 
General, who appealed against their 
assessment as being higher than the 
valuation recently put by the Board 
of Public Utilities, since It included 
the new boilers, which he submitted 
should not be assessed. The court 
thought that thiga was a sound con- 
tention and reduced the assessment 
to $49,013 from $68,750. 

W. J. Botterill appeared for Mrs. 
Cunningham in an appeal against an 
assessment of her house on_ the 
north end of Gaetz Ave. chiefly on the 
ground that this was assessed as 
semi-business property. He stated 
that house and lots were for sale at 
the price put on the lots alone by the 
assessment. 

The Commissioner stated that he 
recognized the difficulty of assessing 
semi-residential property but that 
this difficulty existed in all towns and 
cties, The appeal was refused. 

John McVicar appealed against his 
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iThis appeal was left over for further 
information as to the width of the 
right of way.

We were dressed in all the clothes 
we had with us for warmth, plus bor- 
rowed rain hate, borrowed water- 
proof capes, brown rubber sheets from 
the Hospital and borrowed  ollcloth 
table covers to keep ourselves and 
our luggage as dry as_ possible 
during a 35-mile drive. Even this pro- 
vision did not suffice, however, for 
Mr. Dow and myself, and the rain, 
running down on to the front of the 
democrat, soon formed pools in 
which we sat icily soaking for two and 
a half houre until we arrived at our 
first stopping place, Rolla. 

Here we disembarked, and spent 
the next day drying out, after which 
@ warm supper renewed our courage. 
Having borrowed more clothing and 
waterproofs, we finally set off at six 
o’clock better equipped for the road, 
with another fifteen miles ahead of 
us before coming to Peace River Hill, 
which was our object to make before 
dark. This famous hill has a drop of 
800 feet in a mile, and even in good 
weather is not very pleasant to nego- 
tiate. It was just dark when we stop- 
ped to chain our back wheels before 
descending the hill. Pitching down- 
wards in the darkness was a thrilling 
experience, especially at one point 
where the side of the.sroad had been 
washed away, and we pitched  side- 
ways as well as forwards. For a 
few minutes, it looked as if something 
really exciting might happen, but 
thankstoour driver’s prompt action, 
we escaped without mishap. When we 
arrived at the stopping-place at Rolla 
Landing at11 o’clock, we were cold, 
hungry and feeling very sorry for 
ourselves. The fire was out, and 
everyone retired for the night. All 
we could do was to take what accom- 
modation was available, and make 
the best of our troubles. We were,

dent we ran the chance of being! 


marooned up the Peace River indefi- 
uitely. ; 

At seven-thirty next morning we 

were on board the scow. Machinery, 
various kinds. of freight and, unfortu- 
nately for us, a consignment of hogs 
formed the cargo. Our only avail- 
able accommodation was beside the 
pig pen, and we had an opportunity 
for 30 hours, in cold and-rain, to 
study the eccentricities and character- 
istics of the hog. The discomforts of 
the trip were made up for by the 
kindness of Mr. Weaver and hi crew, 
consisting of the engineer and cook, 
alias firat mate, deck steward and gen- 
eral utility man. There was no ac- 
commodation of any kind, but a 
wooden roof provided shelter over’a 
space of 6x6, in which we were piled 
with our luggage. Then came the pigs 
and cargo, then another space which 
provided for stove and kitchen. 
: The scow was propelled by a gaao- 
.line launch. Besides the crew and 
‘ourselves, there were four men pas- 
sengers. Fortunately we had borrow- 
ied some blankets from the Hospital, 
in case of having to sleep out. This 
roll of blankets provided one seat. We 
succeeded in getting an empty 
orange box for another, christening 
the orange box “the deck chair” and 
the roll of blankets “the chester- 
field.” We were able to change about 
from one to the other when the orange 
box felt a little hard. Unfortunately 
the rain descended in torrents, and 
we were obliged to lower the canvas 
in front, which cut off much ventila- 
tion. This brought about a trying 
condition of affairs, and it took 
some time before we could acclima- 
tize ourselves to the atmosphere, suf- 
fering not a little discomfort in the 
interval. 

We were an abuerd looking couple, 
and very bedraggled at that. I do 
not know whether Miss West or my- 
self presented the funniest spectacle, 
but on top of all sweaters and coats 
I had a huge policeman’s cape, and 
on top of a smaller equipment Miss 
West had a large brown rubber sheet, 
held about her shoulders with clothes 
pins. Meale were a little disjointed, 
with nine people to accommodate. 
There were four tin plates and cups. 
The handiest manner of eating seem- 
ed to us the provision nature ‘had 
made. The tea without milk, which 
was liberally provided, was hot, and 
helped to ‘keep the warmth in our 
bodies. ‘ 

Once we ran on a sandbar, and the 
crew had to jump into the river up to 
their waists to get the boat off. In 
fact, for twenty minutes it looked as 
if we might be stranded indefinitely. 
We forgot many of these minor dis- 
comforts, however, in the beauty of 
the scenery, and in the outlook for 
hear and other game. This part of 
the country is a sportsman’s _para- 
dise, and on one of the last trips of 
the “D. S. Thomas” as many as 21 
bear were seen on the banks of the 
river. It is quite customary to see 
moose and deer, and it is alsoa great 
country for coyote and fox. Unfor- 
tunately, owing to the wet weather, 
we saw little of animal life.. A num- 
ber of coyotes and badger. and we 
thought, one bear, we eaw not far 
from Dunvegan. 

Dunvegan was formerly a Hudson’s 
Bay point and Indian Mission. The 
ferry crosses the Peace at this point. 
Here we arrived at five in the after. 
noon, and were cheered by the 
thought that as more freight had to 
be taken on board, there might be 
sufficient delay to keep us from gzet- 
ting away before dark, in which case 
we would have a comfortable bed for 
the night at the stopping-house kept 
by the ferryman and his wife. This 
is a delightfully clean place, and here 
we were able to have a good meal and 
get thoroughly warm. I am not cer- 
tain that this was not the beet meal 
I ever ate, and I believe that Miss 
West felt the same. Alas, time was 
all too short. Freight was loaded 
more quickly than anticipated, and or.

ders came that we would have to start 
down stream, which meant spending 
the night on the scow. The question 
of sleeping accommodation was now 
uppermost in our minds. Of one 
thing we were certain, that, come 
what might, we would not share our 
accommodation with the pigs. For- 
tunately the rain had ceased, and the 
Captain suggested that we might 
make use of a roll of ‘bedding belong- 
ing to some friends of his own. This 
offer we were glad to accept, and de- 
cided we would stretch the bedding on 
the prow. A very confined space was 
at our disposal here, reached by a 
scramble from our “cabin” accom- 
modation. 

We had diMficulty trying to make up 
our bed so that no leaks might let in 
the cold night wind. When it became 
too dark to see, the scow was tied 
close to the south shore, and planks 
were put over the edge of the scow, 
down which we walked somewhat 
tremulously to stretch our legs on 
shore. The men lighted a_ bonfire 
which blazed away merrily on _ the 
beach for some time. 

The evening ended with a sing-song 
in the kitchen, whither we were 
summoned by the cook to partake of 
hot tea before bedtime. Those who 
could not fit into the kitchen sat with 
their legs over the side. Miss West 
and I curled up in a corner on the 
floor. To the tune of the Captain’s 
fiddle, all the old favorites were sung, 
a unique experience for ue in any 
case, ‘but which everyone seemed to 
enjoy. 

I do not know whether it was more 
difficult to make our bed, or to get in- 
to it, but once we had crawled in, we 
devoutly ‘hoped we might remain un- 
disturbed. This was not to be, how. 
ever. Separated by pigs and freight 
from the othere at the end of the 
boat, our isolation was suddenly 
brought home to us by hearing a 
heavy animal moving about on the 
stones on shore. The next moment 
flop went the gang plank, and some. 
thing heavy was thrown into the 
river. “A bear,’’ we both called out, 
“trying to get up the gang plank!” 
And we sat up suddenly, quite pre- 
pared to see hia head appear over the 
side of the scow. While Miss West 
groped for matches, I waved my hands 
in the air, shouting loudly at the 
darkness. The humour of the situ- 
ation struck us both at the same time, 
for we began to laugh so much that 
the bear must have taken to his legs 
in sheer terror. In any cage, we 
heard something rapidly withdrawing 
over the stones. 

Being on the landward side of the 
scow I did feel, as we settled back to 
slumber, that I might awaken at any 
time to ifind friend Bruin about to 
place a friendly paw on my _ face. 
Nothing happened however until long 
after midnight,when we were aroused 
by the pigs starting to stampede, and 
judged that our visitors had returned, 
induced no doubt by the savoury 
thought of a little pig meat. The 
noise was terrific. We could hear 
them tearing at the bars with their 
teeth, hurling themselves against the 
sides, and squealing at the top of 
their lungs. In their efforts they 
overturned a huge dishpail which was 
kicked about like a football. We were 
sure they would escape, and as we 
had been warned by the crew that 
they were wild vicious brutes, we did 
not like the idea of what would hap- 
pen if they got loose. The matches 
were resorted to again, but the noise 
had aroused the crew, and the cook 
came to the rescue with a lamp and 
some food, which diverted their atten- 
tion. The rest of the night 
passed peacefully; we woke at seven 
to find the Captain beside us pulling 
the gang plank aboard preparatory to 
a start. The weather had cleared and 
the morning was full of bright sun- 
shine. We breakfasted off eggs and 
bread, as we had lunched the previous 
day. We washed in the dishpan sup- 
plied by the kindly cook und tried as 
best we could to improve our dis- 
hevelled appearance. Both the lug: 
gage and ourselves were well covered 
with mud, and looked as if a month 
might have elapsed since we left 
Pouce Coupe instead of 48 hours. 

‘At ten-thirty we arrived at Peace 
River, where our first thought was a 
wash and food. We had made mighty 
efforts to keep the date set for this 
point. It was a little discouraging, 
therefore, to learn that, owing to’ de- 
rangement in the telegraph and mail 
service, none of our communications 
had been received till the previous 
evening, and nothing had been done 
about a meeting. 

(Having placed an hour’s reset be- 
tween us and the worst fatigue of our 
journey, we started out, determined 
that the best meeting of our trip 
should repay the discomfort of the 
past 48 hours. In this we were 
splendidly supported by the Mayor, 
the G.W.V.A., and the citizens gener- 
ally. The Great War Veterans gave 
their hall free; the Mayor acted as 
Chairman. Handbills were gotten 
out and distributed through the town. 
We enlisted the help of the children, 
and two small boys were turned into 
gandwich men_ between sandwich 
boards of our own construction, and 
carcered merrily round the town, 
ringing huge dinner bells, and an. 
nouncing the meeting. The results 
passed our expectations. On Tuesday, 
18th, we had a splendid meeting, with 
the children as well as the grown-ups 
A Red Cross branch 
will be organized in Peace River and 
Junior Red Cross reorganized in the 
school. 

At Peace River we visited the How 
pital, one of the first to be started 


winter. The ladies were most: en- 
thusiastic over the course, and are 
prepared to organize further classes 
this winter. Lunching with friends at 
Berwyn, we reached Waterholé™ at 
six o’clock.” Here we were entertain- 
ed by the members of the Women's 
Institute, who. have succeeded in 
opening a small but very efficient 
hospital at Waterhole which we had 
the pleasure of inspecting. Our even. 
ing meeting and a visit to the school 
next morning, completed our pro- 
gramme here. We were due at Spirit 
River on the:19th and spoke’ there 
that evening. We-left Spirit River 
next day in a downpour of rain and- 
bitterly cold weather, reaching Ed- 
monton, 11.30, Saturday, 22nd. We 
had covered 1747 miles by train, by 
motor, by boat and wagon. 

We visited 12 districts and held 12 
meetings in 15 daye. Our trip was, 
on the whole, very successful, and J 


‘think our visits gave pleasure and a 


good deal of impetus to Red Cross 
work, 

The question which is uppermost 
in everyone’s mind is that of the rail- 
way. So far as the Red Cross is con- 
cerned, the question ia “What can you 
do to assist us with nursing and hos- 
pital service? In going into these 
districts, the Red Cross must have 
something to contribute to the lives of 
the people, or it may just as well 
keep out, This is the part of the 
country where the Red Croes is most 
worth while and should keep in 
touch with all settlements in the 
north. To Red Cross work as a 
whole outside their own district, 
these people cannot tbe expected to 
contribute for many years to come. It 
is apparent that we must look for 
money for Red Cross in the cities and 
older settlements. 

The women were everywhere glad to 
meet us and were most interested in 
what Migs West had to tell them of 
Home Nursing Classes. One has 
still the sense in this great country 
of being entirely cut off from the out- 
side world, and this has, no doubt, con- 
siderable effect on the lives of the 
people, who suffer in consequence of 
isolation. All of them are still con- 
tending with pioneer conditions. Flies 
are the curse of the stopping-houses 
and hotels—living or dying they were 
continually with us. ; 

We felt when we reached Calgary 
as if we had been absent for twelve 
months, instead of three weeks. 

If the people in the cities who are 
asked to contribute to Red Cross 
realized how much good this contri- 
bution is doing in building up our 
country, or how greatly Red Cross is 
appreciated in outlying districts, they 
would not hesitate to give generously, 
and with increaged interest. It is 
too bad they cannot all take the trip 
oe see the work which is being 

one.

THE POSITION OF THE 
TEACHING PROFESSIO 


To the Editor: 


The question raised in your editor- 
fal on “The Condition of the Teaching 
Profession” is one of deep concern to 
everyone, and there ought to be a 
very general acceptance of your offer 
to publish the views of your readers 
on this subject. 

My suggestion for an improvement 
in the present situation is a new Act 
of the Legislature placing the admin- 
istration of education in all districts 
other than the cities in the hands of 
a Board of Commissioners with 
status similar to that of Mr. Din- 
ning or Sir Henry Thornton, and 
providing for the financing of edu- 
cation by a uniform mill rate on all 
the assessable real property in the 
territory included in the act.  Pro- 
vision could be made for the removal 
of any teacher from a school on 
grounds of incompetency or bad mor- 
al conduct by a petition. asking for 
such removal, and setting forth its 
grounds therefore, addressed to the 
Board of Commissioners and signed 
by, say, 50 per cent. of the parents 
and guardians of the children in ac- 
tual attendance at the school. On re- 
ceipt of such a petition it could be 
made compulsory for the Board of 
Commissioners to investigate the 
affairs of the school and to remove 
the teacher if the charges were 
sustained. 

The aim should be to secure as 
much education as possible for a 
given expenditure. The geographical 
unit for purposes of school adminis- 
tration is the province of Alberta. 
Over this area more than twelve mil- 
lion dollars are raised and expended 
every year for education. We are 
not by any means getting a maximum 
of education at the present time for 
thig great expenditure. It is almost 
certainly not beyond the mark to say 
that probably two millions of educa- 
tional funds are wasted every year in 
Alberta owing to the failure of our 
educational machinery to function 
for educational ends. We can strike 
off a good half-million as the loss in- 
curred through entirely unnecessary 
changes in teachers in the rural and 
small town schools. And who can es- 
timate the money loss involved in 
the elimination of the more _intelli- 
gent teachers from the schools, the 
unnecessary duplication of effort 
everywhere throughout the province, 
and the discouraged state of mind of 
the experianced teacher who has_ to 
continue to work indefinitely on ex- 
actly the same footing as the rawest 
and “greenest” Normal School gradu- 
ate that is turned into the system? 

A fundamental change in the School 
Law is the only real solution of the 
problem. No person or group of per- 
sons could possibly administer our 
schools economically or successfully 
on the basis of our present Act. To 
attempt to improve the situation by 
such things as writing new courses 
of study and improving the training 
of teachera is like putting a fresh 
coat of paint on a piece of century- 
old machinery and expecting it to 
measure up to modern requirements 
on that account. For that is precisely 
what our present Schools Act is, at 
bottom—a piece of century-old mach- 
inery. We came by it benestly | 
enough, historically speaking. But 
that is not a sufficient reason for 
thinking that we can never get be-| 
yond {t. It may have served its pur- 
pose admirably a century ago, when | 
education was in process of being 
taken over from the varioug churches 
and philanthropic societies which 
then had charge of it. But these con-

DEATH OF W. H. HANNA/SUDDEN DEATH OF 


Mr. W. H. Hanna, familHarly known 
to Red Deer and district as “Mark” 
Hanna, the name borne by his famous 
namesake U.S. Senator Mark Hanna, 
passed away at the Municipal Hospit- 
al on Thursday morning.

After a six-week stay in 
the Hospital he was able to return 
home, but had not been there more 
than a few days when pneumonia de- 
veloped and he was returned to the 
Hospital two weeks ago in a serious 
condition, from which he was unable 
to rally. 

Mr. Hanna belonged to the Hanna 
femily near Belwood, Wellington Co., 
Ont., and came west to Lacombe and 
Red Deer, where he conducted a photo 
business three days a week in each 
place about 1901-02. He was an active 
Liberal and was subsequently appoint— 
ed to the Dominion Lands Office staff 
at Red Deer, moving up to accountant, 
& position he held when the office at 
Red Deer was abolished some years 
ago. Mr. Hanna was a well read man, 
always much interested in political 
matters and in sports, in which in 
earlier years he was an active partici- 
pant. ‘ 

He was married in 1912 to Miss 
Josephine B. Ross, who survives him 
along with four children. Two of their 
children have passed on, Mrs. Hanna 
and the little ones will feel his loss 
keenly, and she will have much sym-. 
pathy. 


The funeral took place on Sunday 
last, the funeral service being held 
in the Presbyterian Church, where 
Mr. Swanson officiated. The service 
at the grave in the Red Deer Ceme- 
tery was taken by the Oddfellows, of 
which the deceased was. a member.

Timber exported from British Co- 
lumbia during the nine months end- 
ing September 80, 1925 was 36,663,- 
000 feet, compared with 560,500,000 
feet for 1924; 46,643,000 feet in
